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Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendment filed on 1/29/02 has been entered. The rejection to claims 1 - 1 6 is withdrawn 
in view of applicant's arguments. Claims 1-16 are still pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out 
his invention. 

3. Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which 
it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 recites " one or more conductor arrays". 

Claim 5 recites "providing one or more conductor arrays, connecting one or more said 
conductor arrays, wherein at least one of said conductor arrays." 

The specification in page 1 1, line 20 discloses a plurality of conductor arrays and no where 
can it be found that the applicant has support for "one or more conductor arrays." In other words, 
applicant's invention has to have at least two conductor arrays in the (x, y) direction in order to sense 
a user's movement. 

All independent claims recite, "translating a sensed movement into three-dimensional vector 
data." The closest disclosure is in figures 5b and 5c where applicant discloses having an 
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autostereoscopic display which can produce a three dimensional illusion of perceived image in front 
of the display from using a first and second arrays of conductors. It is essential that applicant 
provides a detailed description of the converter used to translate the sensed movement from a first 
and second conductor arrays into three-dimensional vector data. It is unclear how it would do that. 

Correction is required. 

Drawings
